At a special meeting of the Board 
jof Directors of the Hancock County 
Chamber of Commerce, Wednesday af- 
ternoon, Commissioner John D. Smith 
of the Highway Department was pre-

sented a signed copy of a resolution 
adopted at a meeting held April 4, 
1950, sponsored by the Hancock Cham- 
ber of Commerce and attended by 
leaders of local civic and fraternal 
groups. ` 


The resolution pointing out reasons 
why it is imperative that the Proposed 
bridge across the Bay of St. Louis 
should be located so as to minimize the 
rerouting of Highway 90. 

The resolution is as follows: 
WHEREAS, on the 4th day of April 
1950, a meeting sponsored by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Hancock County, 
Mississippi, was held for the purpose 
of discussing the location of the pro- 
posed toll bridge over the Bay of St. 
Louis, at which meeting the various 
civic and fraternal organizations of Han- 
cock County were duly represented, and 
WHEREAS. after a full discussion 
of the subject, it was the unanimous 
opinion of all the groups present that 


it would be to the best interest and 
welfare of the people of Hancock 
County that the Proposed bridge be 


located adjacent to the present bridge 
over the Bay of St. Louis, and that 
the present location of the highway in| 
Bay St. Louis, Mississippi, leading to 
the present bridge be retained, instead 
of moving the highway to another Part 
of the city of Bay St. Louis; and 
WHEREAS, in support of said opin- 
ion, the group offered 
reasons, to-wit: 

1, That many businesses have been 
built bordering the present highway 
running through the City of Bay St. 
Louis, and a change of the location 
would cause the owners to suffer fin- 
ancially, and would cause the City of 
Bay St. Louis to suffer a 
ation as a result of the 
the value of the property.

WHEREAS, there numerou 
other reasons given by the group as 
sembled, but the above constitute the 
primary reasons, and it was unanimous- 
ly agreed that an appeal be made to 
the State Highway Commission and 
the Hancock Bank, appointed as a 
Trustee of the bonds for the construc- 
tion of a toll bridge, for the ftention 
of the same location of U. S. Highway 
90 through Bay St. Louis to the Bay 
of St. Louis, and that the future lo- 
cation of the new toll bridge to be 
constructed, be so constructed at or 
adjacent to the same location of the 
Present bridge. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
that it is the unanimous opinion of all 
of the undersigned organizations that 
it ıs the desire of the members of said 
organizations that when the Proposed 
toll bridge over the Bay of St. Louis 
is constructed, that it be so constructed 
in the same location as the Present 
bridge, or as closely adjacent thereto 
as is possible, and that the location of 
Highway 90 passing through the City 
of Bay St. Louis to said bridge be re- 
tained in its present location.

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WHERE WILL THE NEW BRIDGE BE BUILT? 


Where will the proposed new highway bridge be budt” 
Will the highway ‘be rerouted? These questions are no 
nearer being answered now than they were some months 


ayo, when tne state legislature passed the necessary bills . 


allowing the highway commission to build a new concrete 
bridge over the Bay of St Louis to replace the old dilap- 
idated wooden structure we now use, and which has cos 
the state untold thousands in repair and upkeep 

Moving the bridge from its present location may seer 
a mere trifle to others, less mterested but to the residents 
and business people of Bay St Louis its a matter of mreich 
importance. Looking at it from the standpoint of }usines: 
alone, let us start from the bridge itself Bay St Lou has 
one hotel, situated at the foot of the bridge. which sets the 
majority of its business from tourists, who travel the hich: 
way. How many of these tourists would stop here it thes 
did not see this hotel on the highway? Then there are mans 
service stations which have been built im ihe past ten or 
fifteen years, whose revenue is derived mainly from tour 
ist travel. Besides there are numerous restaurants and pe 


can and praline and gift shops, depending entirely on tour- e 


ist income. These all would be as dead as last years driv- 
er's license, if the highway was moved from its present lo- 
cation. 

Then there is another angle—where the new highway 
has been proposed to be built would break right through 
a private residential section, and would upset property val- 
ues as much for these residents as it would for those bus- 
iness people now served by the highway 

Yes, we think this is a matter of more importance than 
some people attach to it and that a lot of serious thinkine 
and planning should be done before the matter is finally 
settled. 

We, like the majority of our residents favor leaving the 
bridge and highway in its present location.

They should be carefully dis- 
tinguished from the arm-chair warriors who took care of 
themselves in times of battle and now. very often. occupy 
the limelight in proclaiming their patriotism. Not every ex- 
service man, it should be noted, has been overly-interested 
in the money-grants that a generous government has pour- 
ed out somewhat indiscriminately. 

Upon this day let us remember the young men who 
gave their lives for their country. Let us not overlook the 
wounded and disabled who will, to a large extent. not be 
present in the parades or the audience that hears the ver- 
bal acclaims that prominent speakers will express. Indeed 
let us interest ourselves, just a little bit, in the welfare of 
these wounded and in the surviving orphans of soldiers who 
left them to the care of a proud reptblic.
